Not 
only have the crowds been greater 
in number, an Investigation dis- 
cloyed this week, but the stay of 
the individual has been Irniger and 
the prices received for accommo- 
dations in advance of those pre- 
vailing last year.

If one can accept the thesis 
that all men are created equal 
and develop equally in capacity and 
promise as a consequence of edu- 
cation, then, pcf-haps, it is no 
difficult thing to admit the ar- 
guments of the prcrfessors that 
universal educatiim is the main 
prop of continued democracy. If. 
on the other hand, one argues that 
because of varying intellectual ca- 
pacities anything more than el. 
ementary training for the major- 
ity of children te a waste of time, 
effort and money, then we can 
see eye to feye with James L. Mc- 
Conaughy, President of Wesleyan 
University, when he maintains 
that continuance of an educa- 
tional prc«ram such as the na- 
tion now espouses carries the pos- 
sibility of a very real threat to 
democracy. 

Although the public school 
movement has grown by leaps and 
bounds until today it embiares 
every handet and cross-roads set- 
nt in America, the curricu- 
offered to this vast student 
varies but little from the 
cdurse of instruction previously of- 
fered when schools were devoted 
to the developing intellects of 
the scions of ruling families. With 
a few exceptions, the philosophy 
of the classrocHn is concerned with 
leadership; it fails to recognize in 
practice the undoubted actuality 
that, for orif,Jeader, there mu.sr 
be many followers, who mlghijiN/ 
so be given specialized instruction. 
In effect, the routine of the: aver- 
age school prepares the students 
for , leisured pursuits, failing to 
admit that 9,999,999 out of every 
10,000.000 applicants for instri^ 
tion must leave the cloistered halls 
for the workaday world and face 
its peculiar demands for special- 
ized knowtedge of the tasks set 
out for thrae who there seek the 
means of livelihood. 

f!ven where practical subjects 
are available, they are regularly 
made secondary to the so-called 
classical studies. DXHnestic science 
classes hold the attcaiticm of the 
future housewife for one hour a 
week; for five hours a week that 
same future housewife studies la- 
tin, a modem language, higher 
mathematics and advanced prin- 
ciples of English composition. The 
average girl t»res little for such 
Instruction— indeed, it is only the 
truth to admit at the outset that 
she has little al>tltiide for absorb- 
ing that instruction and no need 
for It in her future life. She leaves 
school with but the haziest re- 
membrance of what the gallic 
wars were all about; having had 
some elementary instruction In 
economics she is a fit subject to 
advocate many of the halNbaked 
schemes that persons of her own 
intellectual type are regularly es- 
pousing and rejecting, and, sadly 
do we confess it, her occasltmal 
trip into the domestic science kit- 
chen jnay have taught her how to 
make an attractive Jellied salad 
but she knows Httle of how her 
home and table rtpUd be run. 

What applies to the girl student 
is equally true of her brother. 
Instead of practical training m 
industry or salesmanship, he is 
stuffed with the rudiments of clas- 
sical Instructimi which he forgets 
•e lOon 9S poQSible, and he leavet 
t^le educational field devoid of UO' 
derstandinf of the problem? pf 
modern llf« as such apply to him 
and totalijf unprepared to take his 
place on the assembly line or in 
the grocery store. 

So, we mattitain, if the true 
cause oi democracy is to be served, 
future citizens must be given, first, 
a GMiception of the dignity and 
worth 9f labpr rather than the 
UlUhl Uhe of hokum about striving 
for leadership and, equidly im- 
portant, they must be given in- 
struction in those pursuits and oc- 
cupatlcms for which their Intel- 
lects and capacities qualify them. 
We must stop this wasteful stuff- 
ing of Caesar and Shakespeare 
down their unwilling throats and 
f»der more woodwwking mach- 
mes, more ceokstoves, and— figur- 
atively speaking — ^more axes bnd 
picks and shovels for their prac- 
tical instruction. Training of this 
order may not fit the individual 
student for a career in the pro- 
fessions, but, experience reveals, all

However. Lewis' ambition is no 
empty boast, but a real challenge 
to the democratic principles of 
our go ve rnmen t. Those peoide 
who disregard Lewis' influence or 
his ability as a leader are merely 
deluding themselves and refusing 
to face the Issue. In his statement 
to the press, Lewis claims to have 
enough political power in nine 
states to practically pick office 
holders, and in eleven other states,^ 
which Includes Virginia, he be. 
Ueves he has enough foUowers to 
affect materially the outcome of 
state elections. That Mr. Lewis, 
or any other person frtrni outside 
the state; should dictate the poli- 
tical course of Virginia is not only* 
Inconceivable but also is abhorrent 
to every tenet o{, state rights and 
to the illustrioiM history of this 
state, whose keynote has always 
been political freedom of thought. 
The state seal, with Its motto, "Sic 
Semper Tyratmis," is proof of Vir- 
ginia's attitude toward the usur- 
pation of power by an individual. 
Outside the question of an in. 
fringement on states rights, the 
idea of labw framing the political 
pdldes of the country at the ex- 
pense of either the farmer or in- 
vested capital is opposed to the 
fundamental principles of our 
democracy «ad not in the beet 
interests of the country. Also the 
recrat practices of the C. I. 0.*in 
Its controversy with capital are 
certainly not conducive to creat>- 
Mr. Roosevelt's h>g public confidence. Buca illegal 
of the Senator \ tactic^ as the sit-down strike, vio- 
lence and coercion have dcme 
much to hurt the labor cfkt»e. 
Even such a staunch friend of la- 
bor as Governor Earle of Peimsyl- 
vanla, speaking befwe a large 
crowd of striking miners, exhorted 
them to purge their ranks of radi- 
cals and red sympathisers. 

If Mr. Lewis should realkte his 
ambition of a labor dictatorship.

When Frederick .Pr(*osch pub- 
llshed "The Asiatics" two years 
ago^t|i was evident that a very 
promising novelist had appeared. 
In "The Seven Who Pled" Mr. 
Prokosch has gone a long way to^^ 
justify that promise, and to prove 
that "The Asiatics" was hot an 
accident. The second novel has 
been awarded the 1937-38 Harper 
prize' to which it seems to be 
Justly entitled. 

As in "The Asiatics", the scene 
of the story is Asia. Seven Euro- 
peans have been ordered to leave 
a city in Chinese Turkestan, anil 
they set out together in a caravan. 
But before they have proceded 
far the group is brcricen up^, and 
the six men' and one woman of 
the party are separated. The for- 
tunes of each of the aeven are fol- 
lowed in detail, as/ each, as the 
case may be' is d«atr<flred"1»r. air^ 
sorbed in, or escapes from the spi- 
rit which is Asia. Each goes to 
his desttny, as that destiny is 
determined by his inheritance of 
blood and lireedlng, while all 
around them flows the teeming 
tide of life, so human yet so in- 
different, which is the East. 

It is hard to say as one lays 
"The Seven Who Pled " aside. Just 
which is the most interesting patt 
of Mr, Prokosch's story— that 
which deals with people or that 
which deals with nature. No doubt 
a good deal of the dirficulty lies 
in the fact that the author makes 
it appear— probably with truth— 
that in Asia humanity and nature 
blend more definitely than in our 



ferments about „hi.n uai-il tlie ui- 
dtyidual becomes, less than no- 
thing; death and suffering cease 
to be important when they are 
the common lot about which 
nothing can be done. Time stands 
still, space is illimitable; the in- 
dividual is finite but all else is 
infinite. 

It is remarkable how Mr. Pro- 
kosch has been able to capture 
and express this sense of infinity. 
One hears it said from time to 
time that such and such a book 
is "spacious;" one might almost 
say of "The Seven Who Fled" that 
it is spaceless. As the reader fol- 
lows the progress of the caravan 
across the Gobi he gets a sense 
of waste and heat that should be, 
one thinlcs, appalling yet— ^ch 
is the skill of. the author— it is 
not. Again, as the Spanish woman, 
having escaped the desert, sails 
clown the Yang-tse River, one 
notes how subtly Mr. Prokosch de- 
scribes her general surrender to the 
speH of Asia; h e r ulti ma t e a c cept 
tance of anything, and her final 
absorption into the life aliout her. 
It would be impossible to tell 
stich a story withoub^ the aid of 
a style that is distlngulslied and 
beautiful. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Prokosch is both a poet and 
a philosopher, as well as a most 
excellent teller of tales. But i>is 
philosophy is not tacked onto his 
tory; the story rises from it, 
which is a different and a far 
better thing. And as for his po- 
etry—well, one must find that lor 
himself. I shall say only this; it 
is vltUe and strong and has .no- 
thing In it of mere prettiness. 

Taken all in all, 'The Seven 
Who Fled" is a welcome addition 
to the American novel. Yet I do

woods, or some other form of ex- 
ercise, an ideal combination that

There are a number of ways Co 
be prepared for the plenkf ' im- 
pulse. Sandv/ich sif-eads Should 
be on liand in the refrigerator and 
ymir supply shelf weU stocked with 
such picnic essentials as t^ves. 
pickles, ketchup, mustard. chlU 
sauce, mayonnaise, and, peanut 
butter. In addition to plenty of 
food you should abo have ade- 
quate plpnic '/e<iHipment: it need 
not be elaboi^ or expensive, but 
this wiU do niiich in jHw way of 
giving everyone more ilme for fun.

and woolens, and some few per- 
sons residing in the section north 
ot Cavaliar Shores exhibit ruined 
frocks, bathings suits and the like 
to prove Just how voracious that 
appetite reaUy can be. 

The appearance of crickets, an- 
other expert on their maimerisms 
asserted, is synonymous with new 
buildings. This contention appears 
to be borne out by a statement 
made by Qus Smith that two new 
houses in the area visited by the 
critters had to be fumigated be- 
fore the destruction was brought 
to an end. Other advice received 
Insists that crudi oil placed in 
water poiris about the property 
wiU end the invasion, but the 
fumigation method appears to be 
most effective. 

Fly Spray ValoaMe 

Harry O. Walker, entomologist 
of the Virginia Truck Experiment 
Station located in the coimty, in 
advising against the advance of 
the cricket said that the first es- 
sential is to screen them dut 
wherever possible and, in cases 
where the hivasiMi Is compara- 
tively slight, to kill them with fly 
swatters or ordinary fly sprays. 
Fyrethum powder is recommended 
where the prats are especially nu- 
merous. ■

kets, "that there are no crickets 
in VirgUUa Beach. Maybe there 
are some In the county— we ha^ 
nothiht to do with that— but dim't 
M utyom vrekd the story that 
there St'u^iki^ invasim here."

A caMentmttoB of eafcocement 
activity, he said, on these vMb- 
tion, partteularly «t known acci- 
dent locations and at known acci- 
dent hours, wiO eliminate w re- 
duce them, and consequently di- 
minate or reduce the accidents. 
This enforcement activity wUl be 
becked with a planned campaign 
of newspaper activity, consisting 
primarily of releases, prepared by 
the Division (tf Motor Vehicles 
stressing these individual viola- 
tions and their importance and 
explaining hem drivers may avoid 
comraittHig them. 

"We are not after any motorists 
except those who consistently tst 
intentionally violate the law and 
by their carelessness and lack of 
courtesy are involved in or are 
liable to be involved in or to cause 
accidents. These officers will be 
on the road with but one idea, 
and that is to reduce the number 
of accidents by improving the 
driving habits of the motoring 
puUic," stated the Director. 

The aid and cooperation of lo- 
cal enforcement and other safety 
agencies in this inxigram was urg- 
ed by Mr. lOiodes. 

Officers To AM 

Speaking to his own officers, he 
said, "The officer himself can do 
much to aid this program by his 
approach to the violator. A cour- 
teous attitude, together with a 
brief statement to the effect that 
the particular Eolation committed 
has been the cause of many traf- 
fic accidents iii Virginia in the 
past twelve yeats and that Vir- 
ginia is actively interested in re- 
ducing these accidents seems to 
me to be the proper approach." 

"All In all," concluded Mr, 
Rhodes, "we hope to show that 
the usual rise of accidents at this 
time of year is not necessary and 
that it can be prevented. We Yxa&t 
to teach some good driving habits 
to replace bad ones which many 
people may not realize they have. 
We hope to make motoring more 
pleasant for everybody on the 
highway. Most of all, however, 
we hope to save lives; lives which 
would otherwise be sacrificed so 
needlessly.

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IT'S really qttite surprising the 
number of amateurs who go mer- 
rily ^long snapping pictures without 
i^ivlng any thought as to why their 
Miapsbots appear somewhat amud- 
-y or cloudy. — 

If your snapshots can be classed 
with the above the chances are the 
trouble can be attributed to your 
own neglect and not to faulty con- 
struction ot the camera. 

A dirty lens, tor example, will 
cause smudgy prints. A lens is the 
eye fA your camera. Can you see 
clearly It your glasses are smudged 
by Anger prints? 

Cleaning a lens is a very simple 
operation. All you need Is a soft, un- 
starched linen handkerchief and 
perhaps a natch or pencil, If the 
lens is quite small. The rear surface 
of the lens can easily be reached by 
removing the back ot the camera. 
If the camera has a double lens (tuis 
behind and one In front of the shat- 
ter diaphrapn), the front comblna- 
tioa auty be removed by turning to 
the left, which will allow yon to 
work through the shatter opening 
when set for "time." with ttas hand- 
kerchief over the end of the match 
or lead pencil.

The Shenandoah National Park 
repoEted 47,983 visitors, or a gain 
of 65 per cent over July of last 
Jrear.

To Group Markers 

Another plan to beautify .the 
highways Is the assembling of his- 
torical markers. The three or four 
markers now spiead out along a 
mile of highway will be grouped 
in a landscaped semi -circle on the 
roadside where the motorist can 
drive off, stop for a cigarette, and 
read histojy at a standstill. Land- 
scaping specialists will teach the 
boys about the different kinds of 
native shrubs, and soils and the 
principles of landscaping. 

A more ambitious plan of the 
highway department, according to 
Neale. is the building of roadside 
retreats khown as "waysides." 
These miniature parks, fro.ni an 
acre to thirty-five acres in size, 
will contain certain inviting green- 
ery, outdoor fireplaces, drinkinp 
fountams, and other facilitie!< to 
make it easy for the motorist to

Total Expendttore Equals Entire Cost Of All Fotms Of

Reliable estimates place the to- 
tal cost of traffic accidents very 
near the total cost of all forms 
of puUic education, John Q. 
Rhodes. Jr,. Director of the Di- 
vision of BCotor Vehicles, said yes. 
terday. "This includes grade 
schools, high schools, colleges, and 
universities," he said, " and fpr 
the nation as a whole amounts 
to something over two billiMi dol- 

is a year. This Agure is as little 
understood as is the underlying 
reason for all these accidents." 

There are three factors inv<Hved 
in every accident, Mr. Rhodes said, 
the road, the car, the driver. 
There may be more factors in a 
particular accident, but there are 
at least these three. The road is 
to blame in a few accidents, and 
the car is to blame 'in some acci- 
dents. Driver^ use the same roads 
and the same cars, meet the same 
emergencies, but some drivers are 
able to avoid accidents for years, 
while others get into trouble 
regularly every six or eight thou- 
sand miles. The largest share of 
the blame for today's traffic ac- 
cidents rests not on the road m on 
the car, but on the driver. 

Mistakes Are Listed 

Automobile accidents are not 
caused by any one driving error, 
it was pointed out by Mr. Rhodes. 
Accident reports indicate, he said, 
that there are about seven mis- 
takes that are liste<^^liIore often 
as being the cause of the accident, 
and that in many accidents mote 
than one fault may be present and 
may have contributed to the ac- 
cident. 

One of the most important rea- 
sons listed is that of driving too 



times. On the bottom of the list 
was put parking improperly on 
State highways. "We put It Uwt," 
he said, "not because it is the 
least important, but becaiBe it 
applies to the State Highways 
primarily and hot to the city 
streets so much. I think a vehicle 
parked on ihe hard surfaced por- 
tion of a highway, particularly if 
it near a hill or curve, is as great 
an accident haArd as a large 
shell-hole in the road would be." 

ViolBtiein ln»«1«rt 

Mr. Rhodes emphasized that all 
these violations were important, 
and that while many of them 
would be called "minor violations" 
by many people, all of them were 
responsible for approximately 70 
per cent of the traffic accidents in 
Virginia last year. "This means," 
he added, "that a safe driver who 
really wants to avoid accidents 
remembers all these things and is 
guilty of none of them. That way 
is the only way to safe and acci- 
dtiit-free motoring." 

Drivers do not get into traffic 
accidents because they want to, 
but oecause they either cannot

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MR LEWIS IS TEIXING THE 
PRESIDENT 



While he did not mention Mr. 
Roosevelt by name the caustic re- 
ference to the President by John 
L. Lewis in his Friday night 
speech was as thinly veiled as a 
fan dancer: 

"It ill behooves one who has 
supped at labor's table and who 
has been sheltered in labor's 
house to curse with equal fervor 
and fine impartiality both labor 
and ito adversaries when they be- 
come locked In deadly embrace." 

Thus Mr. Lewis recalls the re- 
mark of Mr. Roosevelt on June 
29 that he and Chariie Taft 
agreed the majority of the people 
of the Nation, "in regard to re- 
cent strike episodes," were saying: 
"A plague on both your houses." 

Admittedly that was not a hap- 
py remark of the President, usu. 
ally so felicitous in his public 
utterances. It failed to please a 
vast number of pepple who had 
looked to the President for a 
stadment deflning his positlm 
unequivocally as one who was de- 
termined to uphold law and or- 
der. "A plague on both your 
houses" left them cold. 

Equally displeased, no doubt, 
was Mr. Lewl^, who construed the 
President's remark as a gesture 
of impartiality between the CIO 
worfers and their employers. 

For impariiality, apparently, 
was the last thing In the world 
Mr. Lewis wanted. Was it to pro- 
mote tiie election ui an unpartlal 
President that had lined up his 
forces at the polls for Mr. Roose- 
velt and poured half a milUon dol. 
lars—just like that— into the 
Democratic campaign fund? Mr 
Lewis doubtless asked himself this 
question with the hurt feeling of 
one who believes he is buying 
something and expects it to be de-

The interesting thing at the \ 
moment is the truculent attitude 
of Mr. Lewis toward the Presi- 
dent. Just what and how much 
more dogs he expect, in return for 
his money and his votes?

Q. How are the teachers selected? 

A. The teachers are selected by a 

* committee representing the 
churches of the local communi- 
ty. The ministers of a communi- 

^ ty usually compose the mem- 
bership of this committee, 

Q.What are the qualifications of 
teachers? 

A. They mu^ be &s well prepared 
to teach the particular grades 
as is required to teach these 
glades in the public schools. 
Most of the teachers have the 
Master of Arts degree in ref' 
ligious education. ' J 

a teacher lo 
have a certificate to teajchjln 
the public schools of Virginia? 

A. In some countle^ where thei 
schools are in operation it ii 
necessary for the fjacher to 
have a certificate authorizing 
her to teach in the public 



Q.What is Week Day Religious 
Education? 

A. Week day religious education 
is cooperative effort of the 
churches of a community to 
teach children the principles of 
the Christian Religion on week 

. days throughout the school year 
on the basis of "released time" 
from the public schools on a 
time schedule satisfactory to the 
public school authorities. 

Q. What respcMislblllty do the pub- 
lic schools assume for Initiating 
and supervising the movement? 

A. None at all. In every situation, 
the movement Is initiated and 
supervised by the churches. All 
that the public schools do is to , Q. is it necessary for 
recognize that leligion is a ne- 
cessary and vital part of a 
child's education and allow the 
churches to use one or two per- 
iods each week In which to give 
religious instruction. 

Q. Where are the classes in re- 
ligious education conducted? 

A. The classes are conducted in 
public' school buildings or in 
churches or other buildings con- 
veniently located to the public 
schools. 

Q. Is it considered a violation of 
the pilnciple of the separation 
of church and state for the 
churches to use public school 
buildings for purposes of reli- 
gious education? 

AAo. The sepatatlon of church 
and state was never meant to 
mean a separation of religion 
from life. Besides, the public 
schoOb in Virginia have always 
maintained a friendly aQd sym- 
pathetic attitude toward th« 
churches. Where Is there a com. 
munlty where the churches 
liave not conducted Sunday 
school and chuich services In 
public building at some time 
during the last century? 

Q. How is the Virginia Council of 
Religious Education related to 
the movement for Week Day 
Religious EducatitHi? 

A. The Virginia CouncU of Reli- 
gious Education is a state-wide 
promotional and supervisory 
agency. It crflers its services to 
any community desiring assist- 
ance in oiganlzing or supervis- 
ing this WiMTk. 

Q What is the gioup in a local 

community which is responstMe 

for the operation of these 

schools? 
A. The responslUUty for this 

movement in the ciunmunity Is 

carried by a Council or commit- 
tee on leliglous education, m 

which every booperatli« church 



sctHX^. In other counties a cer- 
tificate is not necessary but al- 
ways, it is necessary for a Kbie 
teacher to have received such 
collegre and university training 
that she could secure a certifi- 
cate to teach in the public 
schools. 

Q.Are ministers ever used as 
teachers? 

A. We .know of only one situaticm 
where a minister was used as 
a teacher in Virginia Council of 
Religious Bducatiwi week day 
church schools. This work is in 
the grades and most ministers 
lack the technical training 
which is necessary for securing 
a certificate to teach childien in 
the grades. • - 

Q.What is the usual salary of 
teachers? 

A. The teacher of reUgion receives 
about the same- salary as grade 
school teachers receive in the 
paiticular county or city. 

Q. How are funds raised? 

A. All funds are secured in what 
might be called An Every Mem- 
ber Canvass of the Community. 
A Finance Committee, repre^ 
senting the churches, ccmducts 
a general solicitation of inter- 
ested individuals. 

Q. Do chuiches and organizations 
assist in financing this move- 
ment? 

A. Yes. Churches, Sunday Schools, 
Sunday School classes, women's 
organizations, clubs and corpora- 
tions are invited to make free 
contributions and many such or- 
ganizations respcmd with gen- 
erous gifts. 

Q.Are all the children of a par- 
ticular school required to take 
religious instruction? 

A. No. It is necessary for every 
pupil to have his enrollment 
card signed by his patent or 
guardian before he can be en- 
rolled in the class for religious 
instruction. 

Q.What per cent of the children 
usually enroll for this work? 

^In the communities where this 

/ 'work has been started. It Is 
very common to find 95 per cent 
or more of the children enrolled 
for the work. 

Q. Do children who do not attend 
Sunday School enroll for this 
work? 
A. Yes. In many communities, 
half of those who enroll for this 
religious Instruction do not at- 
tend Sunday school or chi^h.

Acreage Increased 

The program for purchase of 
surplus potatoes was instituted 
when it became evident that the 
potato market would be greatly 
burdened by current supplies far 
in excess of normal requirements, 
forcing down potato pricgs and 
reducing returns to farmeis. 

Apparently encouraged by high 
prices received for their 1936 drop, 
groweis In 19 early and inter- 
mediate commercial potato-pro- 
ducing states increased their acre- 
age in 1937 to 25 per cent over 
that of last year. The acreage in- 
crease for the entire country was 
approxitnately 5.4 per cent. 

Accompanied by good growing 
conditions and record yields, the 
increase in acreage resulted in pro- 
duction higher than the market 
could absorb, except at prices 
ruinous to growers. 

Aim of Program 

P. R. Wilcox, vice-president of 
the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation, said the primary pur-

William Grenoble To Assist 
Director Of Chamber Of 
Commerce Program. 



tie Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday announced 
the appointment of William L. 
I '^ Grenoble, of Richmond, as aralst- 
ant director of research of the or- 
ganisation. Mr. Orenoble will be 
usociated with Clarence W. New- 
man, research director, in con- 
ducting research studies for the 
various committees of the State 
Ghunber. One of his first tasks 
will be to assist in the work inci- 
dent to the organisation of the 
chamber's conunlttee on Taxatim 
and Oovemment. 
Mr. OrenoMe Is a graduate of 
^Jtae University of lUchmcmd and 
/inuaster of arts of the University 
of Virginia. He has been employed 
with the division of rural resMirch 
of the Federal Emergency Relief 
Adminlstnttion and as assistant to 
Wordan^.'Eure, former state co- 
orditiator of statistical projects. 
He also was a member of thib staff 
ot Dr. W. H. Stauffer, of the State 
Taik Department, assigned to work 
on a study of land assessment in 
Virginia. 

Work before the research de- 
partment Includes the preparation 
of data for the vatious State 
Chamber activities. In the past 
it has been the custom of the or- 
jkanlzauon .to enlarge its staff 
tempi^rily during peripds of un- 
usual activity. However, in making 
Uie announcement, Jay W. Johns, 
of Ash Lawn, Charlottesville, 
President of the Chamber, stated 
that demands on the organiza- 
tion have now reached such pro- 
portions that it is ^^ntial to 
permanently enlarge its research 
organization. 



Pyorrhea ' 

"WHUt the term pyorrhea by 
no means is an unfamiliar one to 
the An^erican public, it is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful if one person 
out of a hundred really knows 
wihat it is, how it usually comes 
into existence, the possible con- 
sequences of neglect, and the re- 
medies to be applied. The aver- 
age Individual of course realiws 
that the condition is more or less 
prevalent and that bleeding gums 
may be an indication of its pres- 
ence; but lay education on this 
subject usuafiy is limited to such 
superficial facts," remarked Dr. I. 
C. Riggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"This disease essentialljito is one 
from which adults suffer. It usu- 
ally occures after middle age. It 
is a chronic condition of the gums 
and of that portl(m of the Jaw 
bone that surrounds the nx^ of 
the teeth and the ligament which 
fastens the tooth to the bone. 

"Frequently, (me of the first 
symptons is a sWelllng redness at 
the gum margin. Moreover, the 
gums, upon being In-ushed, will 
bleed easily: though it should be 
emphasized that such symptoms 
necessarily do not indicate py- 
orrhea as there>are other condi- 
tions that produce them. Even 
when the disease is in an advanc- 
ed stage tihere seldom is pain. 
General Health Affected 

"However, when pyorrhea really 
has taken hold, the germs causing 
it deeply invade the tissues that 



hold the teeth in position. As the 
bone and ligament are increasing- 
ly destroyed, the teeth loosen, pus 
pockets form; and if this devast- 
ating advance is. not retarded, the 
teeth will fall out. Moreover, the 
general health of the victim in- 
variably is affected. In cases of 
unusual severity the germs may 
be carried in the blood-stream to 
other bodily organs, thus causing 
extremely serious and sometimes 
fatal complications. 

"Back of pyorrhea may be any 
of the following ccmditions: un- 1 
deinourishment. injuries to the 
gums by an unnatural or excessive I 
stress due to irregularly position- 
ed teeth and unhygienic mouth 
conditions.. But of these causes, 
the uncleaniness represented by 
the tartar and bacteria around 
and between the teeth by far is 
the most predisposing. 

"While pyorrhea, even though 
quite severe, can be cured, success 
depends almost entirely upon the 
patient's intelligent application of 
the hygienic Instructlms outlined 
by the dentist. 

"This logically suggests that had 
the pyorrhea sufferer applied the 
usual daily cleaning of mouth and 
te(lth and visited the dentist re- 
gularly twice annually, the condi- 
tion in the great majority of in- 
stances would not have occurred 
in the first place. 

"Incidentally, dentrifices, mouth- 
washes and self-administered 
drugs should not be relied upon 
for treatment. The dentist, or the 
dentist and a physician if the con- 
dition is serious, alone are capable 
of handling such a situation."

It has enjoyed 
liberal support in the local com- 
munity for many years and it is 
hoped that this year contributions 
from this section will continne to 
be as liberal if not more liberal 
than ever before.

The number of orphans and 
abandoned children being cared 
for by chanty in the Nationalist 
provinces.

John P. Reich, secretary of the 
Friends child-feeding mission, es- 
timates the cost of feeding child- 
ren between the ages of four and 
fifteen at ten cents daily, while 
charge of Priends relief work f"o ^^^^ "^ures are available. 



With Insurgent and Loyalist 
armies at death-grips in Spain 
and an end to the fratricidal 
struggle, now in its. second year, 
not even removed in sight, the 
plight of the civilian population, 
Particularly that of babies and 
phildren. becomes more crucial 
jbach day, the Conmiittee im Spain 
of the American Friends Service 
Committtee, says in its latest bul- 
letin. 

The Quaker organization, whose 
headquarters are in Philadelphia 
is the only Ameiican relief mis- 
sion in Spain recognized by the 
American Red Cross. Early this 
year the American Friends in co- 
operation with many other reli- 
gious and peace organizations es- 
tablished a non-partisan child 
feeding mission and sent relief 
workers to both sides of the con- 
flict to help save some of the 
children and women. 

Dining Rooms Set Up 

Wilfred V. Jones, a Chicago so- 
cial worker, surveyed conditions in 
InsilSrgent territcf jP aaid set up 
public dining rooms for children 
in Bilbao immediately after the 
city fell. He was accompanied by 
Miss Emma Cadbuiy, who has been 
in 

in Vi^npa. for the past thirteen 
years and who recently returned 
to the Austrian capital after com- 
pleting her work in Spain. 

On the government side, Miss 
Esther Farquhar. Cleveland social 
worker. Joined English Quakers in 
relief efforts for the refugees. She 
has taken over the care of infants 
and children in Murcla where the 
infant death-rate has been 50 per 
cent. 

Writing to the American Friends 
from Bilbao, Mr. Jones declared 
the food situation in the captured 
Basque capital was desperate. The 
distress is aggravated by the com- 
plete breakdown of industry and 
shipping in this normally busy 
manufacturing city and sea-port. 
He made an urgent appeal for 
new shipments of food and cloth- 
ing, particularly milk for babies 
and other adolescent victims of 
the civil war. 

Situation Desperate 

"We are doing our best to meet 
a desperate situation by giving 
warm tosaAs to refugee children — 
war oipuans, mothers and infants 
who are near starvation in this 
northern sector of the war," Mr. 
Jones writes. 

"It is a labor that will have to 
be cairied on probably for years. 
We are warring against stark hun-

It covers a lot of terri- 
tory but it means that the driver 
is diiving so fast that Yae can not 
stop in the clear distance ahead.

Within these designated counties, 
goals would be established only 
on farms on which Uiere is nor- 1 
mally harvested three acres or 
more of potatoes. 

The Aar^ttttural Adjuitment 
Administration, in the event oi 
approval, would ertlmate the to- 
tal number of acres of potatoes 
which would produce, at average 
yields, an adequate quantity of 
potatoes for consumption during 
the 1938 marketing year. This 
would include the number of acres 
of potatoes normally harvested in 
counties not designated as com- 
mercial potato-producing coun- 
ties; the number of acres of po- 
tatoes harvested within designated 
counties by prIBlucers harvesting 
less than three acres of potatoes, 
and the commercial potato acreage 
goal. 

State and Local AHocations 

An estimate would be made of 
the proportion of the commercial 
potato growing goal for the United 
States to be allocated to each 
State in which there y&re located 
designated counties. This State 
goal would then be ^^flocated to 
the respective designated coun-

One of the features of this 
year's agricultund exhibits will be 
a statewide potato show which 
this county has been invited to 
enter. Exhibits will be prepared 
by many major producers oS po- 
tatoes, and a ptim will be award- 
ed to the county m^senting the 
best exhibit. Since local potatoes 
have been so favorably received by 
the Judges in past years, hope is 
running high that the Princess 
Anne exhibit will be fmmd the 
Ijest in the show. , 

Stanley Hill, a member of the 
creeds 4-H Club, is in charge of 
this county's entries. A c^nisistent 
winner during the past wveral 
competitions, the selection of this 
youth is regarded as a favorable 
omen for the success of the local 
showing. 



It has been announced that 
815,000 must be raised for the 
maintenance of the hospital, and 
an additional tl2,<l>0 will be 
sought for the purchifpe of neces- 
sary equipment.

Shades of Minsky's Burlesque! O tempora. O mores, what changes 
do we see wrought in this good <rtd world! Sally Rand, whose bubble- 
draped figure charmed thousands and brought relief from the cares 
inflicted by years of depressicm to allegedly staid business men and 
bankers, gives interviews in which she talks of putting away her 
bubbles and fans and donning the heavy robes for a go at Portia. And 
now the Gypsy herself— no longer the darling of the Minsky circuit 
in Brooklyn and Manhattan where she raised the business of un- 
dressing in 4>ubUc to a high art— goes to Hollywood, turning her 
shapely back upon the carefree little hoyden of a more risque age 
to embrace the new culture inaugurated by the movies. Being a vulgar- 
ian, we regret the change, for the Gypsy can't hope for tbe acclaim in 
her new role that acconpanied her Ave daily appearances under the 
banners of tJw Brothers Minsky. Movie stars, we all admit, are to 
be had at a dime a dozen: good strip-tease artists are rare at any 
price. 

Oypsy Rose Lee has had an interesting career. Still a compara- 
tively younf lacbr. ^e was a figure familiar to patnms of burlesque 
for maay^ears before she was assigned a role in the FolMe$. First, 
a member of the chorus, then, because of her shapeliness and a de- 
finitely seducthre manner, to which probably was added a bit of 
ambition to go places in her chosen field, she was groomed as one of 
the stiip-tease artists that featured every Minsky production when- 
ever the police would permit the performances.

Fate and f^me probably have passed her by, (it has beep some years 
since we saw her last) but her performance was so superior even 
to that of the Gypsy that she was, to all Minsky patrons, the Cornell 
of the strip-teasers. 

Some of our readers may object to such a comparison; others 
are certain to hold this discussion both vulgar ahd loWrJ^Ut our con- 
tention is that the point of view with which one approaches this 
aspect of the theatre'^, offering alone can produce such an opinion.

Comparatively few municipal wa- 
ter supniies are free from pollu- 
tion anu contamination, and for 
that reason most cities chlorinate 
the water to remove disease germs 
that may possibly lurk in it. Of- 
ten the water must be treated to 
precipitate <Mit the organic matter 
that may be objectionable, and 
jmany water supplies ate passed 
! through .sand filters which aid in 
clarifying and purifying the water. 

In recmit years many cities have 
softened the water, thus making 
the tasks of the housewife easier.

^ Gypsy Rose was starred in a. recent edition of the Follies and, 
after another brief fling at burlesque, she was given a Hollywood 
contract. Privately, she is supposed to have admitted that the old life 
was the best, and we have an idea that she will always think so, for 
here was her true metier, here she was an outstanding pei former and 
not Just another aspirant for fleeting cinema honors. She has our 
wishes in her new role, but we seriously questicm her ability to o\H- 
star Qarbo, or Crawford, or. even, Minnie Mouse. 

Mi)ch has been written in recent years about the evils of bi 
lesque. Yet many of the ranking stara of the cinema world of today 
had their begiiming. their early training in troupes that worked the 
old Columbia Wheel or other national burlesque chains. Barring the 
/rising crop of comedians, whose inane lines of chatter would have 
brought cries of "Oet the hook" even in cities as far off the cosmopoli- 
tan path as Canton and Cleveland, Ohio, the oldtimers all saw service 
in burlesque. 




Cmtrary to the general opinion of thoiirwho Just don't know, 
burlesque was more propetly the fleld of the comedian than the "hot 
mamma." No burlesque ever opened or closed without its routine 
dance numbers by a line of chorines, but tha^r^plus an occasional 
song or tap dance, ended the ultra-feminine mrticipation. Come- 
dians and c<miediennes then took over the show, and that was bur- 
lesque in the manner that most peqiile knew it for many s^ars. 
Bubble dancers, fan cUincers, even the strip-tease nunrt)ers, Wire in- 
novations that were sponsored from time to time, but they were 
not of the essence of burlesque and, somehow, they were nqt the 
featured attracticms for more than a little while. 

oypsy Rose Lee and her tdster strip-teasers lasted longer than 
most 'such novelties. Ehiring the years that they were the headline 
features burtesque s^nk lower and lower — it has been said that the 
performances at the B^timore Gaiety Theatre, admittedly the most 
risque of any individual thmitre on the circuit, became the stMtdard 
and the ambition of all (^hets — until. Anally, New York's Commis- 
sioner of Licenses saw fit to end the whole business. Burlesque was 
never the acme of theatrical performance^ now it rates as close to 
th<> bottom of such a standard as any performance can be. 



Summing up, the burlesque perfornuuice was the American in- 
terpretation of the Folies Bergere and the other French productions 
called into lieing by visiting nationals. Its popularity often outranked 
that of the legitimate vaudeville house and, though few admitted it, 
even the city's "select personalitim" were r^nilar patnms. Unblush- 
ingly and without any sense of guilt, we admit that we liked the 
wetidy features of the Ct^umbia wheel, and, though we were ntA 
r^ular patrons, many of the Jokes irttich come over the airwaves 
today from the mouths of our master comedians were "(M stuff" 
ten yrars ago. Indeed, many of the scenes and sequMic^ of genuine 
burlesque are found today in legitimate th^ktrtcal and movie produc- 
U(ms that l>ear the endor^ment of our ranking citizens. 

All of this has been brought about by a casual glance on the 
street of the Gypsy. Maybe the presence of Miss Sally Rand in our 
town would produce even added comment, but we doubt it. for though 
Sally is unique in her fleld, Louise Hovick, when she was known mate 
alluringly as Oypsy Rose Lee. was a logger and better attraction. 
We'll take ourselves to the movie aae of these days to see <me of het 
pictures. i>ut we know in advan^ that her performance will not equal 
that which we saw some years ago in the Mindcy Thratre cm Porty- 
second street. And, if that parting thov^t mules us as a vu^Mlan 
of the deep^ dye, we're ready to txHter the oona^uaice ot our acts.

Genevieve Fauconnier's is an- 
other book written with that acute 
sensuousness that is modem. Co- 
lors, sounds, tastes, smells, kin- 
feelings— and that new world of 
the senses, motion— assail writer 
and reader as in some moments 
of childhood, as in the revelation 
at a glorious dcy at waking as in 
the keen consciouaiess of sickness 
or hangover.

The county committee to each 
designated county would recom- 
mend a potato acreage goal and 
an average per acre yield of pota- 
toes for each farm which normal- 
ly plants three acre^ or more of 
potatoes to the county. The goal 
iAiould be the average acreage of 
pot&toes planted on the farm in 
1936 and 1937 adjusted to abnorm- 
al weather snd other conditions 
and so that the sum of all such 
farm goals In the county does not 
exceed the cmunerclal potato I 
acreage goal for the county. The 
average per acre yield should be 
the average per acre yield for thft 
faim to 1938 and 1931 adjusted 
for atmormal weather and other 
conditions and so that the weight- 
ed average yield for all such farms 
does not exceed the county aver- 
age yield. 

Payments Sehedoled 
The rates of payment would be 
established in a manner similar 
to' that used in establlshtog rates 
for cotton, com. tobacco, rice, 
peanuts and other crops for which 
special goals may be set up. 

A deduction wmild be made tor 
any pasrment otherwise due under 
the Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram for each acre or fraction 
thereof by which the harvested 
acreage of potatoes in 1938 ex- 
ceeds the gonX.

Not 
even taktog into account the time 
it takes to get your foot on the 
brake pedal, it takes a car with 
good brakes about seventeen, or 
eighteen feet to stop at twenty 
miles per hour. If people realized 
the tremendous power of a speed- 
ing car, I thtok they would bet 
more careful about generating 
such a force." 

"The next time you are out in 
your car." he said, "thtok what 
your speed meahs.

SAFER HEADUGHTING OBJECTIVE 
OF MANUFACTURERS' NEW PROGRAM 



To minimize headlight glare in 
the eyes of 40,000.000 drivers and 
all pedestrians, the automobile 
Manufacturers Association an- 
nounced this week that its mem- 
ber companies are undei taking a 
comprehensive program to en- 
courage proper use and main- 
tenance of headlamps. This 
new program will supplement the 
extensive activities in the genet al 
field of highway safety which the 
industry is supporting through the 
Automotive Safety Foundation. 

In armouncing the program, Al- 
van Macauley, President of the 
Association and of the Packard 
Motor Car Company, revealed 
that the automobile companies are 
mobilizing the support and colla- 
boration of the Industrys thou- 
.i^ni.s of dealers and ucrvLe star 
tl(>n.s. In addltioTi. the industry 
plans to make use of every avail- 
able channel through which mo- 
toiists can be impressed with the 
importance of proper use of mod- 
ern headlightlng systems lo give 
relief from glare and of regular 
maintenance to crovidtng safar 
seeing. 

Lighting Important Element 
Commenting on the program. 

Mr. Macauley said: "The high in- 
cidence of highway accidents at 
night Is a source of grave concern 
to the automobile . industry as it 
Is to every mie interested In mak- 
ing mt^oring safer. While there 
ate other reasons for the night 
record, such as fatigue and al- 
coholism, lighting plainly Is an 
important element in the situa- 

tlMl. 

"The industry, of course, Has 
long recognized in as such and 
has spent lai^e sums of money in 
research to improve headlights. 
This research, which is being con- 
tinued unabated, has produced

Trichinosis in human beings is 
traceaUe to the eating of pork or 
sausage which contained these 
parasites and which gained en- 
trance to the bodies oS the vic- 
tims solely because the meat had 
been insufficiently cotAed. 
Resemble* Typ ho i d Fever 

"In its sjrmptoms trichinosis re- 
sembles typhoid fever. In its early 
stages it even can be mistaken for 
it Fever, intense pain in the 
muscles and" gastro-intestinal dis- 
turbances are major diagnostic 
evidence. 

"According to the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry, 'No 
method of inspection has been de- 
vised by which the presence or ab- 
sence of this worm in pork can 
with certainty be determined. 
Government meat inspection, 
therefore, d^es not include an in- 
vestigation for this parasite.' The 
statement further says: 'All per- 
sons are accordingly warned not 
to eat pork or sausage containing 
pork, whether it has been officially 
inspected or not, until after it has 
been properly cooked. Pork when 
properly cooked may be eaten 
without danger of infection. Fiesh 
pock should be cooked until it be- 
comes white and is no Imiger red 
in color in all portions of the piece, 
St the center as well as at the 
surface. Dry salt pork, pickled 
pork, salted or pickled, providing 
the curing Is thorough, are prac- 
tically Kife so tar as trichinosis 
Is cMiceraed, but as the thorough- 
ness Iff aot almiys certain, such 
meat shoold also be cooked before 
It Is eaten.. 

"Thus, it ii to be emphasized 
that whilt half-cooked poik and 
pork is perfectly safe If subjected 
fously ill and even cause death, 
pork is peifectly safe Is subjected 
to a proper amount of heat. After 
all, only a very small proportion 
of the hog populatiion is host to 
this parasite— and actequate heat 
makes even this meat entirely safe 
for human consumptiioa,'*

Fir^ Portion Of Open Ssason 
On Squirreb Will Close; 
Other Dates Noted. 

The annual sixty-day open 
hunting season on bear and deer 
will open in Virginia next Friday, 
on' which day the squirrel season 
will close after a month in whidi 
these anima^ could be hunted, it 
was announced. festerday by the 
State game Warden located in 
Prtncem AQnc^ County. 

Local squirn^l hunters, must, 
according- to the law, lay 
aiddii tlieir guns on Friday, 
Ootobcr 1, when the first por- 
tion of thi squhrel season will 
Close In Princess Anne, Norfolk, 
Nansemond and Isle of Wight 
counties. The season will remain 
closed until November IS, when 
the general hunting season will be- 
gin and hunters can go after 
4uail. grouse, rabblto, pheasants 
and woodcock. A recent regula- 
tion restricto this general open 
hunting seascm to the peiiod be- 
tween November, 15 and January 
24. 

Ex^ License Needed 

The bear and deer season in 
Norfolk and Nansemond counties 
will close on November 30. The 
bag limit is set at one dear or 
bear per hunter per season. 

Under the State law, persons 
hunting big game, hicludlng bear, 
deer and elk, must possess a big- 
game license in addition to the 
regular State license. The license3 
may be procured frmn the clerk 
of the court by resMents of the 
Stete for one dollar. Sale of coun- 
ty llcoises has beoi diMcmtlnued 
except to bona fide reddente of 
the respective counties or peraons 
living in cities of less than 16.000 
p<Vulation within the county for 
which a license is sought.

they received. It is not likely that the imwosal will become generally 
popular, but it does focus attention upon the majw proUem facing 
this naticm today— the slow, but certain economic starvation of the 
small, local areas by big business and a nationally-entrenched fi- 
nancial organizatlcm. 

Controlling billions of dollars worth of property and the fate 
of millions of men, big business, Mr. Owle asserted, has become 
so powerful that it no longer fears State tariffs, for no state is 
sufficiently strong to resist a naticmal financial organization. With- 
out FMeral control, therefore.— which Ug busiiMss is fighting tooth 
and nail— prices, both in buying aiui selling, are set by the highly 
M-ganized forces of industry to the detriment oi the rural communi- 
ties, particularly in the field of agriculture. 

F6r industrial Cimtrol of production meam <»ly one thing: the 
rural populaticm is obliged to sell its i»oducts cheaply and buy out- 
side at high prices. As a cwisequence— and the evidencrlleB every- 
where about us— money tends to accumulate in the cities wh^re the 
nnanciers reside and debts are the lot of the rural areas. Power and

Now, we ar4 not adverse to the premnce of such things as auto- 
mobiles. washli« machines and the lUre in rural areas. It is fitting 
and proper that the so-called blessings of civilization should fall 
to the fortune of all men, whether the Individual reside In city or 
country, whether he be of great or little importance in his cmnmunity. 
What we do object to, and what many students of the current scene 
object to, is the philosophy and actual practice of unwarranted greed 
(Ml the part of organized Industry. 

Because the practice is most lucrative, its f^es us to sell our 
wares or our services at ridiculously low prices, the while those things 
forced upon us in the markets are almost — If not actually — out of 
our economic reach. Yet, such is the system, that we buy and buy. 
impoverishing ourselves and our ctxnmunlties for the benefit of Man- 
hattan and Its residents. Even the cost of educ »ting the servants of 
big business must be carried by the small conanunity, for it is the 
youth of the rural areas, unable to find the a eans of livelihood In 
their home sector's activities, who contribute la^r in such great part 
to the continued success of that sami^ Industrial organization. Hence, 
Mr. Ooyle's prcHKcal that the cities pay some bit of the country's load 
in return for What Is now given them gratuitously. 

Mr. Ooyle believes that any attempt to balance the rural budget 
must be instituted by the Federal Government. Obviously, the states 
have "^own little dlsposlticm to Interfere, and, where some attempt 
has been made to restore a measure of^rder. the powers behind the 
industrial world have been of sufficient strength to defeat the pro- 
gram. Industry,, it must be admitted, shows little desire to right its 
own house, each year reaching deeper and deeper into the Inde- 
pendence of those who serve and those who resent the Intrasion of 
big business In their Independent affairs.. Whether the solution lies 
in Federal control is a question which we cannot answer, unless, 
and this is important, government becmnes truly the voice of the 
people and not the mouthpiece for self-seeking individuals or groups 
who have their own "bill of goods" to sell uptm the assumption of 
power. 

Federal aid for unemployed engaged on community building 
projects from which the community will derive obvious advantages; 
Federal subsidies to the rural areas so as to redress the balance of 
trade and carry the expenses of caring for children and old folks 
which is properly chargeable to the industrial regions; a wider uid 
more effective prognun of local self-ctmteinment. and a continued 
fight against urmecessary bigness on the part of industry — these 
piropcffials of Mr. Ooyle's at least merit attention, for they are the 
findings of many students who have little to gain either from the 
existing setup or any othe» shlch might be effected. 

It is not unlikely that in the evolutiwi of things badness will 
return to the philosophy of Thomas Jefferscm. who first raised his 
voice against big business by advocating small business and agricul- 
ture as the premier plan for a nation that would grow great, the while 
Its citizens would remain free and independent. It Is not unlikely 
that while this part of Mr. Jeffeiwin's philosophy is being preached 
the preacher will be forced to overlook his advocacy of States' tights 
and rely upon Mr. Hamiltcai's idea of a stnmg central government 
as the best meuis of preserving Intact our democratic integrity. 
Without some such club held by a power stronger than the Individual 
state, there is little hope, as we see it, for the achievement of the 
midn (riijectlve. 

And yet. that objective must be achievM. unless this nation is 
to embrace a Fascist or Socialistic concept of govenunent. The ten- 
dency to economic enslavement of many millions of men and wcmien, 
incompatable as such might be with the idea of democracy, is not a 
mere theory In our present Ufe, and the trbnd demands as much 
hoiest and intelligoit thought as is now being given to the means 
of halting a spendthrift government. Government, under Mr. Coyle's 
thesis, might be called upon to spend evtn more money than is 
today the rule, but such funds would be derived from an equitable 
program of taxation, secured largely from big busm^s. and would 
be spent in the intemts of the greats* number and for the gveatest 
good of all.

In "Shadow on the Land," Dr. 
Thomas Parran, Surgeon General 
of the Unlte^ States Public Health 
Service, recounts in interesting 
style and with reliable facts the 
effect of syidilUs on the nation, 
and the relationship of this di- 
sease to public health and other 
public problems. Dr. Parran's is 
not a dry, scientific treatise but 
contains much what is of inter- 
est to both medical and non-medi- 
cal citizens. 

The prevalence and seriousness 
of syphilis make it a major health 
i problem. This Infection Is due to 
a coiiE-screw shaped germ called 
the spirochete, tlie infection en- 
ters the body through the skin 
and mucuous membranes except 
when acquired before birth. The 
causative agent may be tpmsmit- 
ted from one infected person to 
another, usually by direct contact, 
but It may be transmitted by In- 
teimediate objects. The germ lives 
best on mbist, warm surfaces. Ac- 
cidental Infectlcms often occur. 

Fifty per cent of all Infections 
follow illicit sex contact; the other 
fifty per cent are innocently ac- 
quired. Syphilis Is one ot the most 
prevalent of all Infectious diseas- 
es. It causes an incalculable a- 
mount of suffering, mental ag<my, 
and economic loss. It is a con- 
stant dftnger not only to the im- 
moral ' ut to thf clean-living as 
well. 

Records of vital statistics do not 
accurately reveal the Incidence of 
the morbidity and mortality caus- 
ed by syphilis. The medical man 
in the past has been hesitant of 
recording this diagnosis because 
of the public attitude. 

There is sufficient scientific In- 
formation known concerning this 
hifectlon to lead <Hie to expect 
Its eradication. The cause Is 
known, the method of transmls- 
sltm is understood, accurate meth- 
ods for maktaig a diagnosis are 
ai«llalte, and effecUve ti«M;ment 
measures era at hand. Hie litfect- 
ed perMD can be quickly made 
non-lnfecUous. and, hi a majority 
Of cases, cured.

word Itself has been tabooed un- 
til recently l^ all of the agencies 
for general education. The disease 
has been so completely waUed In 
and protected by secrecy. Ignor- 
ance, prejudice, and indifference 
that It coi^Niot be attacked pro- 
perly by medical measures. Biml- 
nation of Immorality wotild be a 
most effective measure In preVtot- 
ing Qrphilis, and every effort 
should be made by religious and 
ethical training to raise stand- 
ards. Almost everyone will agree, 
though, that it Is a smaller task 
and quicker of acc<»nplishment 
to eradicate syphilis by known 
medical measures than to prevent 
promiscuity. 

The location or discovery of 
every known syphilitic person, and 
the Jmmediate administration of 
modem curative drugs to all of 
these potential foci for spreading 
infection would eradicate this di- 
sease in one generaticm. This de- 
sirable goal it is impossible to ac- 
complish; but the goal should be 
attempted, and can be reached in 
later generations. 

Dr. Parran outlines the effect on 
the human body of syphilis, in- 
cluding the hereditary type, in its 
early stages. He discusses the his- 
tory, the methods of diagnosis, 
and the modem views as to pro- 
per treatment of the disease. He 
relates from fhst-hand knowledge 
the accomplishments of some of 
the European nations, and ^^- 
cusses their prMrams. More or

The issue discussed IrT these 
books is not a moral issue, but tme 
of puUic health. It is estimated 
that each year one social disease 
kills 200,000 Americans, and 
malms, physically or mentally, ud- 
told thousands ol others. Of these 
fully one-half are innocent, un- 
suspecting victims. 

The very fact that these books 
have been piAlished for popular 
consumption may be leganted as 
one outcome of the nation-wide 
campaign to educate physicians 
and public as to the urgency of 
this social disease, and as to the 
posslUlity of its cure. Each book 
takes up the evidences and treat- 
ment, and discusses programs by 
which. In time. It may be stamped 
out. Perhaps Dr. Parran's is the 
best book, because of his restrain- 
ed way of writing. But the facts 
are found In all of these books, 
and the facts should be known.

Under the previous program se- 
parate rates were established for 
diversion frmn soAI-depleting to 
soil-conserving crops, and for 
cairying out each s(ril-building 
practice. Thus a producer calcula- 
ted his payment at ttK end of the 
crop year by applying tK^se separ- 
ate rates to each acre diverted and 
each practice performed. In 1938. 
however, the maximum payment 
for each producer will be calcula- 
ted at the begj^ing of the crop 
year and the attainment of soil- 
depleting and soil-building goals 
will be set as condition of full pay- 
ment. Pull payment will depend 
on full attainment of the goals 
and practices. This change is ex- 
pected to result in greater com- 
pliance and more effective prac- 
tice of conservation and economic 
uS6 of the land. The 1938 program 
is dependent upon appropriations 
by Ccmgress. and possible future 
legislation. From the farmers' 
standpoint, the program will work 
about as follows:

Architecture is regaining the 
leadership which it lost during the 
transiti<m from hand to machine 
wwk, Pnrf. Walter Groi^us of 
Harvard University, declares in a 
paper iMrepared fm the American 
Institute of Architects. 

"There are many ssntiptoms in- 
dicating that architecture is set- 
ting out again to play a leading 
and comprehensive part in the 
generaticm to come," he says. "Ar- 
chitecture has come to terms with 
the machine and is to take the 
lead in forming the whole entity 
ot our towns. 

"We still have to face the wide- 
spread heresy that art and archi- 
t;ecture>are just a luxury, that'f atal 
legacy from a generation which 
arbitrarily elevated some of its 
branches above the rest as 'fine 
arts' and in so doing robbed all 
arts of basic identity and C( 
life. By depriving handicrafts' 
industry of the informative ser- 
vices ot the artist, partietdarly of 
Uie architect, the academic edu- ' 
cation drained them of their vital- 
ity. 

"Training in design must run 
parallel with the training in the 
science in building. The designer 
must learn a special language of 
shape in order to be aWe to give 
visible expression to his ideas." 

"If we want to raise the stand- 
ard of the architect's profession 
we must make it again socially 
and economically indispensible to 
the whole community; that is to 
say. we must definitely overcome 
that unpleasant state of being re^ 
garded by ignorant people as a 
costly aestehtlc luxury within the 
building profession."

Ade«mtc Utilities 
Neighboring houses must be 
considered and care taken that 
a garage or kitchen is not so 
planned as to be a nuisance. Ad- 
vantage should be taken of such 
natural features as fine trees and 
attractive views, and the house 
planned to fit the lot, with gener- 
al climate, prevailing biieezes, and 
sunlight regarded. The ground 
must be properly drained. 

The adequacy of the utilities 
and street improvements should 
be carefully checked, and the 
.prospective buyer should ascertain 
whether such improvements will 
be paid for in yearly assessments 
or whether they are included in 
the purchase price of the lot. The 
taxes to which the property is 
liable should also be checked. 
Cooaider Schools 
Transportation facilities and the 
avaUabitity of shopping centers, 
schools, and churches is an impor- 
tant consideration. The scholastic 
standing of nearby schools and 
the racial and social background 
of the attending students should 
be taken into consideration. The 
protection afforded the neighbor- 
hood through zraiing regulatlwis 
and deed restrictions are of vital 
importance. These protective mea- 
sures assure a buyer that nearby 
properties will be developed in a 
manner similar to his own and 
the undesirable use of land will 
not be permitted 

The selectiMi of the site and

A general trend throughout the 
United States of increased rentals 
substantiates the statements in the 
Federal Housing Administration's I 
annual report that the country is j 
in need «rf an enlarged program of 
residential building. 

More than one-half of the non- 
farm families live in rented quar- 
ters, according to the 1930 Census. 
Frmli the evidence of increased 
lentals «ae may judge that living 
units are at a premium, as a large 
number of such rental properties 
on the maricet would tend to lower 
rents rather than raise them. 

According to an index prepared 
by the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board giving rental figures 
paid by wage earners. July 1937 
shows 87.1 per cent, as ccwnpared 
with 78.1 percent for July a year 
ago. This index uses *he monthly 
average for 1923 as equal to 100 
and shows July 1934 at 64.7 per 
cent and July 1935 at 70.5 per cent. 
For 1937 the index records a 
steady increase, with 82.2 per cent 
for January. 82.2 per cent for 
li^eibruary, 84.2 per cent for March 
85.2 per cent for April, 86.1 per 
cent for May. and 86.6 per cent 
for June.

Q. How large shouM a tareak- 
fast alcove be? I would like to 
build one in the comer <rf my 
kitchen bt|t do hot know whether 
there is sufficient room. 

A. If the table and chahrs are 
to be portal^, a desired m in i mum 
size is seven feet six inches 
squaferH-they are to be built in, 
an area of four feet by six feet 
is the minimum space for four 
persons. 

Q.Is it dangerous 'Wjjen the hot 
water turns to steam? 

A. It is dangerous unless there 
is a safety release valve an tlw 
tank. If there is one. it should be 
examined by a competent plum- 
ber to be sure it is in winking 
condition. 

Q.How far should a concrete 
footing under a chimney go down 
for a one-story house? 

A. All footings Should be de- 
signed fA a size to adequately sup- 
port the load to be carried. They 
should extend below the frost line 
prevailing in tbe neighborhood. 

Q.Is there any way I can use 
the flreplace in one room to heat 
another? 

A. Yes. There are several space 
4ieaters on the market that use 
either warm-air ducts or circulat- 
ing hot water to carry the flreplace 
heat to other rooms. 

Q.What would cause excessive 
springness in our living-room 
floor? 

A. They should be examined by 
a competent carpenter. The floor 
joists may be too small or too 
widely spaced or not sufficiently 
braced with bridging. Remember, 
however, that all wood floors have 
a certain amount of spring.
